To-day, with a Speech of Welcome 
by Mayor Blee and a Response by

Cl e v e l a n d , May 15.—Delegates to 
the Amalgamated Association of iron 
and steel workers were welcomed at IO 
o’clock this morning in Convention 
hall by Mayor Blee. 
President Gar­ 
land responded and the convention 
went into executive session.

scale of wages "tor the organized iron 
and steel workers of the United States 
for the years 1894-’95 will be adopted. 
The o prevailing opinion among the 
delegates is that a higher scale of 
wages will be adopted than at present 
prevails.

American Miners’ convention which 
opened yesterday is largely attended. 
The work was secret 
As to the like* 
lihood of a compromise being effected 
at 
to-day’s 
conference with 
the 
mine owners, President McBride voices 
the sentiment of the convention in the 
following words to the press. 
“We did not come here for a com­ 
promise and thus far we have no such 
word in our vocabulary. 
Nothing 
short of what we ask will give the 
miners living wages and for that we 
contend. 
We can held out for three 
months, hut we have no desire to do 
so. 
For that reason we came to this 
conference ” 
Mr. McBride would not for a mo­ 
ment consider the effect of settlement 
in different localities without refer­ 
ence to what is done elsewhere. “The 
only condition under which work will 
be resumed,” he contended, “is a set­ 
tlement for all the states, as was orig­ 
inally announced. ” 
The 
declaration means that the 
miners and the operators of the Pitts­ 
burg 
district 
are as far apart as 
possible. 
The latter decided at their 
conference 
in Pittsburg on Friday 
that they would not participate in the 
convention to 
be 
held here, and, 
further, that they would settle with 
their 
men without consulting the 
officers 
of 
the 
United 
Workers. The feeling of independence 
manifested by the miners yesterday 
and in their small caucuses early to­ 
day does not appear to indicate a 
settlement without a friction. A num­ 
ber of the delegates said that the con­ 
ference would be of very short dura­ 
tion if the operators insisted upon 
compromise. 
The operators of mines 
in the Ohio fields 
have all along 
signified their willingness to make 
a settlement with their men through 
their 
national 
organization 
and 
the Pittsburg-district men are not 
backward in asserting that the Ohio 
operators are backing the strikers, 
hoping that the miners will force the 
Pittsburgers to pay a rate of 75 cents, 
which will give the Hocking Valley 
and Jackson operators a differential 
of IIH cents a ton in their favor, 9 
cents being on the mining rate and 
2H cents on the freight rate. 
M a s s il l o n , Ohio, May 15.—Massillon 
district coal operators met yesterday 
and decided to act as a unit at the 
Cleveland convention. 
The Massillon 
operators favor an increase in the scale 
rate and think it should be about 65 
cents in the Pittsburg districts and 60 
cents in Ohio. 
They are not at all 
sanguine of a national settlement to­ 
day.

men who stood by him to stand to­ 
gether and take “pot luck.” He said 
he would push right ahead and ex­ 
pected to reach Washington July 4. 
Yesterday’s march of ten miles was 
made in four hours. Two men dropped 
out. 
Goshen was reached at noon. 
Randall expected to he received by a 
squad of police, but he was disap­ 
pointed. 
No one paid any attention 
to the army until it had passed half 
| way through town. 
Deputy Sheriff

up to Randall and told him he and his 
army would he as free as birds if they 
would only go away in the morning.

Senator D avis W ants R eta lia to ry D uties— 
Extension o f P ostal Laws. 


W a sh in g t o n , May 15.—Representa­ 
tive Sayers of Texas has introduced a 
resolution making it in order of any 
general appropriation bill to consider 
as an amendment thereto a provision 
for the repeal of the sugar bounty 
clause of the McKinley act 
The 
resolution was referred to the rules 
committee. 
It differs from others of 
similar import heretofore introduced 
in that such an amendment may be 
offered by any one and does not re­ 
quire it to be reported from a com­ 
mittee. 
Senator Davis gave notice of an 
amendment to the tariff bill providing 
for retaliatory duties upon silks, vel­ 
vets, plushes, and laces, and all manu­ 
factures of these articles, and also 
against countries imposing discrimi­ 
nating or prohibitory duties upon 
grain or its products or other agricult­ 
ural productions exported from the 
United States.

through a big hoop, that he could 
make him do anything. 
One day, 
without previous training, he tried 
to make him open his mouth aud let 
him put his head into it. 
That was 
folly. 
No philosopher would have 
dared to do such a thing. 
He never 
did it again. 
History records the 
fact that after the lion had received 
the trainer’s head into its mouth, 
the animal neglected to return i t ” 
Continuing his theory of the sub­ 
ject, Mr. Penji said: “The nature of 
a lioness and that of a woman are 
almost identical. 
Treat a woman 
with honesty, confidence and nobility 
of character and she is your friend. 
She will even sacrifice self for you, 
and the same is true of a lioness. 
“The lion tamer must show him­ 
self as upright honest, painstaking 
and of even temperament He must be 
gentle yet firm, and let her see by 
his actions that he is fairminded and 
painstaking, that his interests are 
hers, and before he has been training 
the lioness one year he wiil see that, 
like a woman, she will go out of her 
way to do him a kindness, which will 
effect him, if he is an honest-minded 
man, as though some woman had 
done something for him.

advice when 
contemplating 
matrimony. 
“ It is easier to get married than' 
it is to become a lion tamer, and 
sometimes it is about as risky. 
But 
I hold that if there was some pro­ 
vision in this world which would 
make every man who is contemplat­ 
ing matrimony go through a course 
of taming a lioness there would be 
fewer divorces and very many better 
husbands.

this is that training a lioness teaches 
a man emphatically th at while he 
has a will of his own he must to a 
certain extent bow to the wishes of 
the other. 
“A lioness is like a woman in this 
respect; when she will she will, and 
when she won’t she won’t 
Once a 
lioness makes up her mind not to do 
anything you can no more force her 
to change her mind than you can up­ 
set tho elements, and any one who 
attem pts to do so makes a mistake 
as an animal trainer as well as in­ 
jures the good qualities of his lion­ 
ess.

HOW THE BOWER CITY’S TAX 
IS 
DIVTDED- 


Horses 
Are 
Estimated at $40 and 
Bicycles Are Listed with

Personal 
Property— Warehouses 


That Were Full Last Year Now 
Have Plenty of Room To Let. 


The local assessors are busy collect­ 
ing dates from which the values of 
property are to be fixed for the year 
1894. There will be very few changes 
In values from those fixed in 1893 the 
principal changes will be in the man­ 
ufacturing establishments. 
Last year

Personnel and Powers of Great Britain's 
Un popular Legislative Branch. 
• The English house 
of lords (or 
peers) consists of the whole peerage 
of England and certain representa­ 
tives of the peerages of Scotland and 
Ireland; b u t many of these last two 
have English titles which give them 
seats in the house. 
As, for instance, 
the duke of Duccleuch, a Scotch peer, 
sits as earl of Doncaster, and the duke 
of Leinster, an Irish peer, as Viscount 
Leinster. 
According to the latest of­ 
ficial list, exclusive of twelve minors 
and one baron, whose claim is not es­ 
tablished, the present house of lords 
is composed as follows: Five princes 
of the blood, two archbishops, tw enty- 
one dukes, tw enty-tw o m arquises, 
115 
earls, 
tw enty-five 
viscounts, 
tw enty-four bishops, 304 barons, sixteen 
Scottish representative peers elected 
for each parliam ent, and tw enty-eight 
Irish representative peers elected for 
life. 
In all, 560. 
All peerages are 
now hereditary, but until 1856, there 
were occasional creations of life peer­ 
ages. 
In th a t year, however, it was 
decided th a t such peers could not sit 
in the house, and since then none 
have been made. 
Peerages are lost 
by attain d er for high treason, and an 
attain ted peerage can 
only be re 
stored by act of parliam ent—not by 
th e crown. 
The house of lords may 
originate legislation of all kinds— 
except money-bills, which must come 
from the house of commons. 
The 
form er also has a veto power upon the 
legislation of the la tte r and can throw 
ou t any bill from the lower house, no 
m atter how large a m ajority it has 
received there. 
It is this veto power 
which, more than any and everything 
else, makes the house of lords un­ 
popular w ith the great mass of voters.
